Hearing: Domestic Abuse (CV-403) form, the respondent can be served by publication using Publication Notice 
(CV-417) form. 

e The petitioner must file with the Court an affidavit stating that service of the respondent by the sheriff or 
a private process server was unsuccessful because the respondent was avoiding service by 
concealment or otherwise. The petitioner should get this affidavit from the sheriff or private process 
server. 

e The petitioner also must send the Temporary Restraining Order and Notice of Injunction Hearing: 
Domestic Abuse (CV-403) form to the respondent via mail or facsimile and must provide proof of 
transmission (e.g. certified mail receipt, affidavit of mailing or faxing). The mailing or sending of a 
facsimile may be omitted if the post-office address or facsimile number cannot be ascertained with 
due diligence. 


The Clerk of Circuit Court shall forward the Temporary Restraining Order to the sheriff and the sheriff shall 
assist the petitioner in serving the Temporary Restraining Order.
